Ditien Attacked. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Corx, Oct. 20. — John Ditlon was 
porsue! aud attacked last night while 
driving to attend the anti-Parnellite 
meetings. He replied with stones, 
and during the fracas received a severe 
blow on the knee from a stick. The 
injury wes not of a serious nature, but 
on account of the swelling Dillon must 
keep quiet. Consequently the injared 
parlianientarian ceased his work can- 
vassing in behalf of the nominee of 
the McCarthite party. 

The fighting which took place be- 
tween the MeCarthyites and Parnell- 
ites last night in the streets ol this 
city, is more serious than it first ap- 


peared. There was a series of scrim- i 


mages bet ween the contending parties, 
the most serious being the one in 
which Dillon was disabled. Crowds 
of McCarthyites were upon that occa- 
sion accompanying Dillon and O’ Brien, 
who were on their way to attend the 
McCartbyites.meeting. The McCar- 
thyites came into collision with the 
procession of the Parnellites; neither 
crowd would give way to the other, 
and eo a general melee followed, sev- 
eral thousand combatants taking part. 


Black:horns, bricks and stones were 


used by both parties. Finally the 
McCarthyites succeeded in wrenching 
the torches from the bands of the 
Parnellites. The victorious McCar- 
thyites then continued their march. 
Upon arriving at the market place 
where the meeting was held, O’Brien 
addressed about 5,000 McCarthyites. 
In the meanwhile the routed Par- 
nellites, ‘with reinforcemente, made 
another onslaught upon the MeCar- 
thyites; they charged into the square 
glashing right and left with their 
black thorns and splitting many beads. 
The MeCarthyites; though they fongbt 
desperately, were slowly driven back. 
Then for atime the Parnelltites held 
the market place. The McOarthyites 
soon found strong reinforcements, and 
thus strengthened, they again mus- 
tered in a compact body and made a 
dash at the Parnellites; after a most 
desperate battle, the Parnellite force 
wap routed. Many on both sides were 
injared,-in.addition to those already 
reported as having been taken to the 
‘ dreapital to have their wounds attended 
to. Similar scenes, though on va 
somewhat more modest eggle,-oceurred 


at Bandon, twenty miles from. here. 
During the fight a number of the con- 
testants on both sides were severely 
cut and bruised. 


Steamer Bareed.

Sr. Louw, Oct. 29.—Priyate dis- 
prtches just received here say: The 
steamer Oliver Byrne was burned at 
Milwaukee Bend, 12 miles from Pitte- 
burg, “this moruing. Twelve lives are 
reported lost. 

The fire was discovered ji in the cot- 
ton in the hold of the Oliver Byrne, 
and the flames spread so rapidly that 
many of the crew and passengers 
very narrow escapes.

He afterward requested 
permission to withdraw his resigna- 
tion, but the King told him it was out 
of his power and must go to the pow- 
ers. It is contended that he is in-

Cimco, Oct. 29. —A St. Paul 
special says the secret of the organiz- 
ation of the Spokane Southern Rail- 
way of the State of Washington, is 
out.

A sailor, Gebauhr, oue of the survivors 
said ahe was from Liverpool, hav- 
ing sailed: previously from.Hamburg, 
on May 22. Captain Vickers, second 
mate Campbell, four apprentices, sail- 
maker Lyons and four sailors were 
saved.

AN INVASION OF CANADA. 


Uncle Sam's Troops Lost on British Ter- 
ritory. ; 

It is a fact not generally known that 

a few years ago an armed force of 
Americans invaded the British posses- 
sions. It occurred in the early part of 
1877, during the pursuit of Sitting Bull’s 
band of renegades. A few troops of 
the Second cavalry were hot on the 


Elliott. in St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
and we hoped tocateh them. We had 
been wandering about for several 
ces, and did not know exactly 
where we were. Justabout dusk one 
evening the major in command, who 
was riding at the head of the column, 
came upon one of the iron posts that 
marked the British boundary. I never 
heard a man swear harder in my life, 
for the trail was hot and he was hope- 
ful of bringing the Indians toa fight. 
He called the officers arouwpd him and 
held a council of war. th horses 
and men were worn out, and it was 
twenty miles to the nearest water on 
one side of the line. Under the eireum- 
stances he decided to take the risk and 
camp with his tommand on British 
soil. We went about three miles into 
British Columbia and spent the night 
there. Next morning, however, we 
were up early and slipped, back to our 
own side of the frontier v quietly. 
Fortunately no one saw us, ‘and the 
matter was not brought to the 
edge of the Canadian government. I 
have often wondered what would have 
happened if the Indians had attacked us 
on British soil, where we had no kind of 
right to be.

BRITISH SOLDIERS ON WHEELS. 


Cyclista Who Can Fight Either Infantry 
or Cavalry. 

Is ‘the soldier cyclist a good killer? 
The men of the Twenty-sixth Cyclist 
corps can thrust their swords through 
a suspended lemon while riding at a 
rate of sixteen miles an hour. 

The safety bicycles are fitted to carry 
the rifle at the side, which can be taken 
out in three seconds, a pouch carrying 
one hundred rounds of ball cartridges, 
sienaling bags, etc., the whole weight 
of which is something under seventy 
pounds, including machine. 

Not the least interesting weapon car- 
ried by the cyclists, says the Strand 
Magazine, and used for the first time at 
the Easter maneuvers, is the Gatling 
gun. This particular gun used is capa- 
ble of firing at the rate of six shots a 
second. It weighs ninety-seven pounds, 
the ammunition being carried in cases 
for the purpose. It is transported to 
and fro on a gun carriage composed of 
four safety machines coupled to one 
another and ridden by four men. 

The bicyele zereba is for the purpose 
of resisting cavalry, and is formed by 
some twenty or thirty machines, which 
are stacked on to one another, the men 
getting behind tne cycles ana fri: 
the approaching enemy. So clever are 
they at forming these cycling squares, 
so to speak, that the whole thing can 
be accomplished in five or six seconds. 
Indeed, taken all round, the military 
eyclist is not only avery ingenious fel- 
low, but a good way of the ordi- 
nary infantryman; in he is really 
an infantryman on temporary wheels.

DEPARTMENT AT WASHINGTON AGAIN 


On the 2d of November there will be 
a convention held in Hawthorne to 
discass the proposition of a big irriga- 
tion scheme for Esmeralda county. 
At the present time quite a number of 
mountain streams ran into Mono 
Lake. The water before reaching the 
lake is fresh but becomes impregnated 
with mineral deposits in the lake and 


is useles for even irrigation purposes. 
The proposition is to divert these 


streams before they reach the lake and 
turn the water into a ditch, running 
down to a valley known as Whisky 
Flat where there isa site for water 
storage: The ditch would be about 4 
feet deep and 6 feet wide, and take the 
water within 12 miles of Hawthorne, 
where it would be about 1,000 feet 
above the se 

Between Hawthorne and Whisky 
Flat is about 50,000 acres of as fine 
land as ever can be found in this 
State. The soil is exceedingly rich 
and every acre can be irrigated from 
Whisky Flat. 

The expense of this project has 
been estimated by engineers at about 
$500;000. The season ins about 
three weeks earlier here than in Car- 
son Valley, and ic is warm until Jan- 
vary Ist. : 

All kinds of grapes and fruits can 
be raised here, including nuts and 
semi-tropical fraits. 

It is proposed to float bonds to carry 
out this project, and there are also 
thousands of acres of fine timber lands 
that the ditch will pass throngh, thus 
developing a large section of couatry 
and promising a handsome return for 
capital.
